cruisers from Fairhaven, arrested Mr. Despres just 15 feet 
inside the Mattapoisett town line. 

Mr. Despres was wanted for the gruesome kill- 
ing of two Canadian citizens in New Brunswick and had 
worked at a Mattapoisett boatyard in the past. He crossed 
back into the United States shortly after the murders oc- 
curred. 

Greg Lupson, a constable in the Major Crime 
Unit of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, drove down 
from New Brunswick to present a plaque to the officers 
involved. The plaque will be hung on the "Wall of Fame" 
at the department. 

Patrolman Murray said when he spotted Mr 
Despres by the roadside he thought he looked both 
suspicious and familiar but he wasn't "100 percent sure." 
He pulled over and talked to Mr Despres until he had 
a positive ID then drove off. Keeping the suspect in site, 
he called for the help of other officers. Within minutes. 
Sergeant King and Officer William Mclmail arrived and 
the suspect was detained. 

Constable Lupson commended the department 
and officers for their attentive response to the BOLO (Be 
On the Lookout). He said that without careful attention 
"an opportunity like this can be easily missed and that 
great teamwork is required. This is a small town, but it 
is obvious that the Mattapoisett police took the situation 
very seriously," he said, adding that the Mattapoisett 
Police Department "really exemplifies the professionalism

On September 5, Officer Murray and Sergeant 
King will begin testifying for three days in the Despres 
trial in New Brunswick. 

Constable Lupson says that Mr. Despres is fit to 
stand trial which is expected to last up to five weeks.

The board first approved the minutes of the July 
18 meeting, then discussed the process for hiring a con- 
sulting firm to conduct a search for a new, full-time Town 
Administrator 

"We did get two proposals — one from the 
Massachusetts Municipal Association (MMA) Consult- 
ing Group and one from Bennett & Yeager (Associates)," 
Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said. "Given our state procurement 
laws, we're obligated to take the lowest responsive bid. 
MMA's bid was $12,650 total and Bennett ... was a total of 
$18,000." 

"I've looked into both firms, I think both would 
do well," Ghairman Jeffrey said. "But I don't know where 
we can justify not going with the (lowest bidder)." 

"I'm concerned that the MMA is a tightly-knit 
group ... part of the 'good ol' boy network,'" 
Selectman Blanchette said. "I'd rather have the firm with 
the national (outreach)." 

"The necessity of already being professionally li- 
censed in Massachusetts is paramount," Selectman Henry 
said. "I noticed the MMA proposal seems to be heavily 
weighted in public safety. Putting aside the price for the 
moment, I feel compelled to make some phone calls (to 
references)." 

"This is a long process and I guess I'd like to get 
moving on it," Ghairman Jeffrey said. 

"I've checked into both and they both have very 
good references," Ms. Enroth-Whitlock said. "In terms 
of general reputation, I know both are good. I haven't 
checked specifically with towns for which they've done 
Town Administrator searches ... (but) you can take action 
tonight with the stipulation that you check into references 
first."

• Discussed holding a Special Town Meeting in 
the fall to consider several pending items. The Special 
Town Meeting will likely be slated for the last week of 
October. 

• Received notice from the Marion Planning 
Board that they have come to an amicable agreement 
with the Town of Wareham over the mall development 
project which will have an impact on traffic within the 
Town of Marion. The project developer, S.R. Weiner and 
Associates, has made a commitment to "assist the Town 
of Marion in order to address concerns relative to public 
safety by providing signal preemption equipment for 
emergency vehicles." As a result, the Marion Planning 
Board has agreed not to pursue previously discussed legal 
action in this matter. 

Before adjourning. Selectman Henry wished to 
clarify the discussion over revisiting the Marion Police 
Station held at the last regular Selectmen's meeting. "It 
was reported ... that we voted to put the Marion Police 
Station (project) back on a (Special) Town Meeting ballot," 
Selectman Henry said. "That was not the case. We didn't 
take any such vote." 

Selectman Henry noted they agreed only to sup- 
port the Police Station Building Committee's commitment 
to stay the course and pursue the project and the com- 
mittee was, in fact, slated to regroup this week to discuss 
their plan of action.

Intestinal Parasites 

My vet told me that my dog has whipworms. I never saw any worms 
in his stool. Where did he get these worms and are they dangerous? 

Ultimately your dog got roundworms, hookworms or whipworms 
from ingesting worm eggs that were present in the stool of another 
dog or in the case of roundworms he may have gotten his infection 
from his mother. Over a period of time a dogs stool disintegrates 
in the environment leaving resistant worm eggs in the dirt. When 
your dog sniffs the dirt he may inhale and swallow some eggs or he 
may become infected by walking on the eggs and then licking his 
feet. Tapeworms tend to be transmitted by eating uncooked affected 
meat but most commonly are spread by fleas. Roundworms look 
spaghetti, tapeworms look like rice and hook and whipworms are 
very small and not usually seen. 

Roundworms, hookworms and tapeworms can cause disease in 
people, especially very young or old people and therefore it is 
important to have your pets stool checked at least once a year by 
your veterinarian.

weeks now," Mr. Meunier said. "We all know how hot it's 
been ... it's been tough. The 1972 addition has all new rub- 
ber on it. The 1988 addition has also been completed (and) 
we hope to have three-quarters of the 1956 addition done 
(this week)." 

Mr. Meunier assured everyone they were right on 
schedule. "We hope to be done by the time the kids return 
to school/' he said. "The only thing they might see is (the 
installation) of the tin around the roof." 

Mr Meunier, however, said the planned replace- 
ment of the windows won't happen until next year. "We'll 
have to work on putting them out to rebid," he said, 
noting the windows they ordered won't be delivered until 
January 2007. 

"By the time the window manufacturer got the 
detailed drawings (from us), there wasn't a slot available 
to manufacture them," Mr Meunier said. "We couldn't 
have them delivered until January 2007. So we're going to 
postpone the window replacement ... we can't install them 
in the winter." 

Mr Meunier also noted the water filtration system 
has been installed on the in-ground well and there will 
be running water turned on at the school this week. Once 
the water is running, they will be conducting five days 
of water quality testing as mandated by the Department 
of Environmental Protection (DEP) to ensure the water 
meets all health and safety standards.

to (drinking) well water in very deliberate steps," said 
ORR School Superintendent Dr. William Cooper. "It's go- 
ing to be months before we can (completely) switch back. 
I think it can be done, but it has to be done with care." 

Joe DaSilva of the Mount Vernon Group archi- 
tectural firm next made a presentation on possible ways 
to plan and fund the future expansion of the Memorial 
School building. 

Mr DaSilva said the project is a prime candi- 
date for funding under the newly-revised Massachusetts 
School Building Assistance (MSB A) program, which 
seems a lot less cumbersome than previous state funded 
grant programs.

(for the state) in the scheme of things," Mr. DaSilva said, 
referring to a recent needs survey conducted last fall 
which deemed the school a priority 3 out of a maximum 
priority 4 — which would entail a complete renovation/ 
construction project. 

"If you have a school rated at 3, will the state 
commit to (funding it), or will it be a lottery-type thing?" 
Selectman Nunes asked. 

"They are committed with the money they have, 
but there won't be any waiting list," Mr. DaSilva ex- 
plained. "You need to submit a statement of interest as 
soon as possible. The deadline to file is July 1, 2007." 

"There are a lot of factors here ... one of those 
factors is a public relations piece, because Rochester is a 
small community," said School Committee Chairman Sha- 
ron Hartley. "Last time, I think we had difficulty getting 
the word out." 

"The state's influence on this project is going to be 
(greater) because of the changes in state reimbursement," 
Selectman Nunes said. 

"When we last put this out, we only lost by 50 
votes," Dr. Cooper agreed. "But if we know going in that 
the state will cover, say, 50 or 55 percent ... that's a strong 
card to hold." 

"My feeling is we need to submit a statement of 
interest and get a case worker assigned (to us) so we're 
not just wasting our time," said Building Committee 
member Amie Johnson.

"If the town knew a $12 million addition would 
be backed by the state (by at least 50 percent), I think they 
would support it," Dr. Cooper said. 

In order to formalize this new school building 
project, the Board of Selectmen agreed to reappoint the 
members of the Memorial School Building Committee 
during their August 15 meeting. 

Current School Building Committee member 
Richard Cutler also asked the Selectmen to provide them 
with a clear-cut mission statement this time so as to avoid 
prior confusion between the roles of the School Commit- 
tee and Building Committee. 

"The School Committee establishes the educa- 
tional program, but the Building Committee decides how 
to design and fund the building," Mr. Cutler said. "Last 
time there was disagreement over the number of (new) 
classrooms (needed) ... but we all decided to stand behind 
a number, which was 15." 

"It's really important to the town that we just 
don't pay lip service to an existing project," Ms. Hartley 
said. "I think we really need to get the word out that this 
is a new project and we're looking to whaf s best for the 
town and the children of Rochester." 

With that, the School Committee and School 
Building Committee agreed to begin working in earnest 
to file a statement of interest with the MSBA Program by 
or before January 1, 2007 so they would be eligible for 
consideration during the next round of funding.

Governor Signs Bay Bill 

The Coalition for Buzzards Bay (CBB) recently 
hailed the passage of H4884, "An Act Relative to Dredge 
Spoil Disposal in Buzzards Bay/' which was signed by 
Governor Mitt Romney on Friday, July 28. The law per- 
manently bans the dimiping of dredge spoils in Buzzards 
Bay 

"This bill effectively takes the threat of dredge 
dumping in the Bay permanently off the table," comment- 
ed Mark Rasmussen, Executive Director / Baykeeper of the 
CBB. "It's not every day where we are able to make such a 
significant step forward in the ongoing battle to save Buz- 
zards Bay from inappropriate uses like dumping." The 
CBB worked closely with the legislative delegation and 
the Governor's office to advocate for passage of the ban. 

The bill notes that whereas Buzzards Bay was 
designated as an area of special interest by the Com- 
monwealth in 2004 in recognition of its environmental 
and economic importance, using the Bay as a dumping 
ground for dredge spoils is not in the public interest. At a 
time when the citizens of the region are working hard to 
improve declining conditions in the Bay, burdening the

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Bay by dumping dredge spoils does not make sense. 

The dumping of dredge spoils would have an im- 
mediate negative environmental effect in Buzzards Bay by 
smothering productive bottom habitat for aquatic plant 
and animal species, including commercial species such as 
lobsters, bay scallops and scup. 

Dredge dumping areas suffer for as long as the 
dumping is allowed to continue and often well beyond 
completion. If different types of sediments are mixed, the 
bottom may never recover to its original characteristics. 
Dredge material from harbors may contain trace ele- 
ments of heavy metals and pesticides, and may consist of 
nutrient rich material that will further degrade the Bay. 
Also, opening this dredge site could provide a means for

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transporting red tide into the Bay causing tremendous 
economic and environmental losses. Because of these 
concerns, many leading local scientists have taken a stand 
against the use of the Bay for disposal. 

The bill specifically exempts "beneficial reuse 
projects" which may include, beach nourishment, salt 
marsh restoration, dune restoration, or as capping mate- 
rial for underwater contamination. Throughout the coun- 
try and around the world, governments have found that 
dredge spoils have value when used for beneficial reuse 
purposes and that opening of near shore dumping sites 
provide a disincentive to such projects. 

"The Coalition stands ready to work with the 
Commonwealth to insure that necessary dredging projects 
are matched with appropriate reuse needs," said Korrin 
N. Petersen, Esq., Advocacy Director for the CBB. Califor- 
nia, Maryland, New York, Connecticut, and Rhode Island 
have all recently taken steps to limit or eliminate near 
shore dredge dumping in bays, sounds and estuaries. 

Examples of local beneficial reuse include: materi- 
al from New Bedford Harbor being used to cap a contami- 
nated section of the outer harbor; a small marina dredge 
project in Falmouth being used to help cap the Bourne 
Landfill; the capping of the Marion landfill with dredge 
spoils from a Quincy project; and projects currently in 
Westport and Falmouth where local dredging will sup- 
port beach nourishment. These beneficial projects may not 
have happened had there been a near shore dredge site. 

The bill was drafted this past winter in response 
to a request by the Massachusetts Office of Coastal Zone 
Management (CZM) to reopen a Dredge Disposal Site in 
Buzzards Bay near the site of an abandoned disposal area 
off the coast of West Falmouth. After strong advocacy on 
the part of the CBB and the Town of Falmouth, highlight- 
ing the environmental impacts of the proposal and the 
state's inability to document the need for a new disposal 
site, the request was withdrawn by the state. 

The signing of the Buzzards Bay Dredge Disposal 
Ban Bill came in the same week as a decision by a federal 
judge to strike down the Massachusetts Oil Spill Preven- 
tion Act effectively exposing the Bay again to an oil spill 
similar to the one that occurred in April 2003. Last week 
the court ruled significant portions of the state bill uncon- 
stitutional resulting in the loss of a tug escort and local 
pilot for oil barges transitting the Bay. The Massachusetts 
Attorney General and the CBB, co-defendents in the case, 
are currently assessing appeal options. 

"In a week where Buzzards Bay took a real hit 
from the federal court, we commend Governor Romney 
for his strong leadership in protecting the Bay by making 
this new Dredge Disposal Ban happen," added Mr. Ras- 
mussen. "At every step of the legislative process, our local 
legislative delegation has been amazing. We particularly 
want to thank State Representative Eric Turkington, and 
State Senator Therese Murray the bill's original co-spon- 
sors, and State Representative Bill Straus and State Sena- 
tor Mark Montigny for sheparding the bill through their

respective houses." 

"Buzzards Bay is environmentally and economi- 
cally important to our area and to the entire Common- 
wealth," said Senator Therese Murray (D-Plymouth), the 
Senate's budget chief and co-sponsor of the bill. "For- 
tunately, with this legislation, we were able to prevent 
efforts to open the area to the dumping of dredge spoils. 
I am proud that we were able to protect Buzzards Bay for 
the residents of Massachusetts." 

"The dumping of dredge spoils a mile off the 
Falmouth coast was stopped in 1989 for a good reason. 
Thanks to this legislation it will never start up again," 
added State Representative Eric Turkington (D-Falmouth) 
and co-sponsor of the bill, "We all owe a debt of gratitude 
to the Falmouth Conservation Commission and Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources and all the Falmouth advo- 
cates who worked so hard on this issue." 

State Representative William Straus (D-Mattapoi- 
sett) said: "This legislation will prove to be an important 
permanent protection for Buzzards Bay and its resources. 
This could not have happened without the local work 
of many volunteers who kept the legislature focused on 
passing the bill."

allow state, regional and municipal governments to lease 
publicly owned land for agricultural purposes. 

"The intent of the legislation is to improve the 
productivity of conservation lands at the state and local 
level," Representative Straus said. "These lease agree- 
ments will preserve open space for municipalities while 
allowing farmers to benefit from the agricultural value of 
the land." 

Jeff LaFleur, Executive Director of the Cape 
Cod Cranberry Growers' Association, said "this act will 
increase the partnerships between publicly owned lands 
and the farmers who are willing to make capital invest- 
ments to maintain and improve these lands." 

The legislation gives the leasing authority to the 
local board or agency with jurisdiction over the land and 
the agreements are not to exceed ten years to ensure the 
value of the land is maintained. 

"Representative Straus has, with this act, helped 
Massachusetts farmers be able to commit to the long term 
care of the agricultural lands of Massachusetts," said 
Nathan L'Etoile, Director of Communications for the Mas- 
sachusetts Farm Bureau. 

The bill will now be sent to the Senate for consid- 
eration during this session of the Legislature.

Sewicing Mattapoisett, Rochester, Wareham, N. Acushnet, Marion 
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Cop Out

Miami Vice. Starring Jamie Foxx and Colin 
Farrell. Directed by Michael Mann. Run- 
ning time: 146 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

I have fond memories of the '80s show Miami 
Vice (it fits right in there with Moonlighting and 
5;. Elsewhere among the oddball, only-iti-the-'80s 
series). Colorful yet morose, though not without 
comic relief, the show was a one-two punch of music 
and unforgettable moments. All these years later I 
remember the 1985 episode "Evan," with WUUam 
Russ as a freaky undercover agent who opened the show by emptying a 
Mac- 10 into some mannequins to the strains of Peter Gabriel's spooky 
"Rhythm of the Heat"; he ended it on the receiving end of a gun, while 
Gabriel's eUgiac "Biko" wailed. Another notorious episode, "Out Where 
the Buses Don't Run," ended with corpses discovered walled up in a cop's 
house while Mark Knopfler sadly mumbled his way through "Brothers 
in Arms." 

Those two episodes, more than twenty years old now, come back to 
me far more vividly than the new Miami Vice film does a few hours after 
I've seen it. Writer-director Michael Mann was the show 's executive pro- 
ducer, and, steaUng equally from MTV and Brian De Raima's Scarface, he 
inaugurated a neon-noj'r style simmering in pleasure and sin. Miami Vice 
was a movie on your little screen every Friday night. The actual movie, 
ironically, looks like television — bad television. Apparently married to 
high-def video, regardless of how crappy it looks during avaUable-Ught 
night shooting, Mann has made an extended Miami Vice episode (very 
extended, at two hours and twenty-six minutes)tliatwould'vebeenlaughed 
off the show for lack of style. Or, rather, it has a style — pompous, gritty 
non-style. 

It wouldn't surprise me to learn that Michael Mann only undertook 
this project to prevent a farcical Miami Vice movie (along the lines of the 
Ben StiUer/Owen Wilson Starsky & Hutch) from being made. In every 
way, it's a step backward for him. The story is more of the same grim, 
clenched, mascuUne bang-bang familiar from Mann's Thief and Heat, 
with no special quirks otiier than having Gong Li as a Chinese-Cuban 
(huh?) gangster's assistant. Once more, Crockett and Tubbs (here CoUn 
Farrell and Jamie Foxx) go undercover to infiltrate a drug ring, and that's 
pretty much all there is to it. Mann may think he's being minimalist and 




rigorous — paring away most of the show's humor and personality and 
cutting, Mamet-Uke, down to the bone — but this is a pretty heavy and 
lumbering skeleton. 

I appreciated a firefight late in the game — Mann eschews the usual 
blam-blam sound effects and opts for war- zone reaUsm, with automatics 
going thupthupthup and buUets clanking loudly against metal. But this 
Miami Vice is lugubrious, its dialogue purely functional when it isn't 
tough-guy attitudinizitig (my favorite was a female cop's rewrite of Dirty 
Harry's "Do you feel lucky, punk?" speech). Farrell and Foxx are not 
without charm, but you wouldn't know it here — they mostly scowl and 
mutter throughout the proceedings . Farrell lacks Don Johnson's inimitable 
knowingness (Johnson's manner said "Look, I know you're scamming 
me; what else you got?"), and Foxx misses PhiUp Michael Thomas' suave 
self-regard (though his hairUne is more razor-sharp than ever). Typically, 
the few actors allowed to break out of the malaise — John Hawkes as 
a panicked snitch, Tom Towles as a heavy who can spot a fed mole a 
mile away — aren't around much. Also typically, the women are bitterly 
pragmatic but thinly written — though that isn't quite sexism here, as the 
men are equally paper-ish. 

The more I think about it, the more I would' ve welcomed that Miami 
Vice comedy — sure, bring on Will Ferrell as Crockett and WiU Smith 
as Tubbs — because, at the very least, it would've brought back those 
neons and those pastels. In a satirical way, it would've respected the 
show more than this movie does. Michael Mann seems to have set out to 
extricate everything that made the show fun and original — either that 
or he retooled an existing generic cop script, renamed the characters, and 
slapped the Miami Vice title on it. The movie's soundtrack, with its awful 
Nonpoint (boy, there's an apt name for the band) cover of Phil Collins ' 
"In tiie Air Tonight" and its posturing grunge-grime rock, completes the 
blasphemy. They couldn't have brought the Jan Hammer theme song out 
of mothballs just for old time's sake?
